In emphasizing a 
few items particular to my background, my selection would give Governor Walker an 
opportunity to again highlight his support for a number of important and popular initiatives, 
such as: 


(1) Combatting Domestic Violence. My commitment to domestic abuse victims, in directing 
the Milwaukee DA’s DV unit for nearly six years; 

(2) Combatting Sexual Assaults & Child Abuse. In over 20 years of service as an Assistant 
DA in Milwaukee, particularly my work as a prosecutor of sexual assault and child abuse 
cases; 

(3) Restorative Justice. Assistance to schools in coordinating MPS’ very popular restorative 
justice program over a span of Five and a half years, coupled with academic scholarship in 
selecting restorative practices in schools as my dissertation topic; 

(4) Teaching. Serving law students and undergrads at Marquette University as an adjunct 
professor; Serving students in the business school and education/ieadership doctoral program 
at Cardinal Sfritch University as an adjunct professor; Serving police officers as a law 
enforcement trainer at MATC and the City of Milwaukee Police Academy;

(7) Heroin/Opioid Addiction. Serving as the prosecutor for the Family Drug Treatment 
Court, in support of the treatment efforts of heroin addicts.

Center), Chris Her-Xiong (Hmong American Peace Academy principal and recently named o 
the Evers transition team), and Dr. Kristi Cole (good friend, formerly of MPS and currently at 
Milwaukee College Prep). I also have positive relationships with many Milwaukee judges 
including retiring Judges Maiy Kuhnmuench and Rick Sankovitz, as well as Cleik of Courts 
John Barrett and current Milwaukee Police Association President Mike Cnvello. 

When you have the chance to do so, please let me know if this might be a possibility; Dan 
Sievert has in his possession the completed background check form for my Waukesha 
application. Of course, you have my permission to utilize the same form for fheju^cial 
vacancy in Milwaukee as well. As an added note, when under consideration m 2014, WIDOJ 
told me that I passed their Fill-scale background check as well.
